Wc turned over, a shoit 
time since, a collection of these — above a 
score— for the year 1012; and truly no 
stronger proof of the "vanity of such devi 
era.'' could be given than the \arious and 
onilii.iing opinions of their authors, as to 
coming events. ' The great eclipse" of the 
22" I of May is duly noted; but, while one 
learned doctor determines that "by it we 
may foresee great robberies by the highways 
and burglaries," because •' Mercury is in 
the ascendant," another declares that, while 
ita effects will not take place until "be 
twuen die 12th of October and (he 12th ol 
January," the result will be, 'jangling and 
controversies between clergymen and law 
y«rs." The almanacs of James the First's 
reign alxiund with geneial warnings. There 
is in most of them a long list of "things to 
be done in the increase of the moon," and 
what is to be done in the wane. Thcy 
also quite emulate Murphy in their exact 
prognostics of the weather; not hesitatingly 
like Francis Moore, with his "ra ti more oi 
less alioul this time," but boldly, as though 
there was an actual "clerk of the weather,' 
and his most efficient services had been 
procuied, declaring that the 21st shall be 
rainy, and lite 26lh quite fair; with a due 
ntermixture of days ueither cold nor hot, 
and some with "a sharp shower" to finish 
witli. But it was to the list of "lucky and 
unlucky days" that our forefathers turned 
with the greatest interest. Some of the 
directions for conduct on these days in "Bret- 
nors ' slmanac, are very curious. Thus, 
on the 3d and l2lh of January, the word is 
Presae for prefermente; " while for the Oth 
it is, "Please the old one." On February 
20th, the oracle says, "Speake and speede,' 
while, on the 2'»th March, it is " I*ook 
about you;" and the 2d of April, "Be bold 
for it."

Of the 300,000 volunteers enrolled and 
disciplined, ' says Lord Campbell in his 
'Life of Erskine,' "the lawyers in the me- 
tropolis raised tw» regiments — the B. I. C. 
A., or Bloomsbury and Inns of Court Asso 
ciation, and the 'Temple torns,' generally 
called the 'Devil's Own.' The command 
of iht! latter was conferred upon Erskine. 
Having myself served in Uie ranks of the 
former, 1 am not able from personal ob 
servation to criticise his military prowess, 
bul I well remember we heard many sto- 
ries of the blunders which he committed, 
and we thought ourselves lucky to be un- 
der the orders of Lieutenant Colonel Cox, 
a warlike Master iu ('hancery, while our 
rivals could boast of most of the dignitaries 
of the law, and were renowned for their 
'belly ge rent' appearance ; we consisted 
chiefly of lean students and briefless barris- 
ters, so that we were in great hope* that if 
we did not go into the field, before ihe end 
of the campaign, fatigue alone would make 
great openings for us iu Westminster Hall, 
and on all the circuits. We had drills 
every .iioriiirijf, ami many field days, but we 
never had any harder service than being re- 
viewed by George 111 in Hyde Park, along 
with all the volunteers of the metropolis, on 
a very rainy day. Bolh the law corps were 
particularly noliced by his Majesty, who 
caused much jealousy among us of the B. I. 
C. A., by his particularly gracious return 
to the salute of Lieut. Col. Erskine. Many 
severe cold9 were caught, but there was no 
casuality to cause any promotion in the 
pi-ofesaion, the servants of the seniors wait 
mg for them with cloaks and umbrellas as 
soon as they were dismissed from the pa 
rade. Lord Eldon in his old age gave the 
following account of this spectacle: — 'I 
dtink the finest sight I ever beheld was the 
review in Hyde Park, before George the 
III. The King in passing addressed Tom 
Erskine, who was Colonel, asking bim the 
name of his corps. He answered 'The 
Devil's Own.' The Lincoln's Inn volun- 
teers always went by the name of 'The 
Devil's Invinciblea.' Law, then Attorney. 
General, afterwards Lord Chief- Justice HI 
lenborough, was reported to be a fair speci- 
men of them; for, even with the help of 
chalk, he never could be taught the differ.

aires, because they were in a great measure 
of ignorance. From ihe time when the sons of 
Jacob were settled in Kgypt unUl the completion 
of the four hundred years, during which God had 
foretold lo Abraham that his family should dwell 
:?iere, there is a chasm in Uie aaered history. We 
are expressly told that all the bouse of Jacob 
which came into Egvpi.were three score and ten: 
ti is said then that Joseph died, aa did all thai gen- 
eration; after whic h nothing farther is related of 
their poateiuv thaa that "th«v were faithiul a 
multiplied abundanUy, ami waxed exceeding 
mighty, and Uie land was filled with them, unul 
there arose a new king who knew nol Joseph."— 
On his first arrival in Kgypt, Jacob had obtained 
a grant from Pharaoh of the land of Goshen, a 
place particularly suited to the pastor see of floak* 
Jacob and his family were shepherds, and this cir- 
cumstance waa, in th* first instance, the occasion 
upon which that separate spot waa assigned lo 
them, and, secondarily, he waa Uie means provid- 
ed by God for keeping s, 
residing together; every 
nation to the Egyptians, and the 
shepherds, although dwelling in the land of Kgypl ; 
therefore the Israelites were sojourners and stran- 
gers, and by mutual antipathy toward each other, 
originating from their respective conditions, they 
were prevented from intermingling by marriage, 
and losing their distinctive characters. This was 
the cause which had been reseived by Uie Su- 
preme Creator, during the spare of three genera- 
tions and more than four centuries, as in 
for eventually bringing them out of th* 
in proportion as they multiplied, it bad the tete 
.lejicy to excite Uie jealousies and fears of Uie 
■ffypUaii sine — aa actually happened. These 
jealousies and fear? suggested to him a policy of 
the most intolerable oppression ami Ihe meet exe- 
crable cruelty toward trie Israelilr* not contented 
with reducing them to the most degraded condition 
of servitude, and making their live* hitler with 
hard bondage, he conceived the project of destroy- 
ing the whole race, by ordering all the male chil- 
dren to be murdered as soon as they were born.

will slfor.l na copious materials for future consid- 
eration. Their sulstexiueul revolution* of govern- 
men under Joshua, fifteen successive chiefs, de- 
nominated judges, and a succession of kings, until 
they were first dismembered into Iwoseparale king- 
doms, and afier a lapae of some centuria*. both 
ronuuered by the Assyrians and Babylonians, and 
at the end of seventy years, partially rentoied to 
their couatry and their temple, constitute the re- 
maining historical books of the Old Testament, 
every part of whieb ia full of instructions. Bat 
my presen i purpose is only to point your atualion 
to their geneial historical character. My next 
will contain a few remarks on the Bible aa a Sys- 
tem of Morals.
